Abortion issue flares 
in Missouri delegation 


NEW YORK (AP) - The di- 
viilon in the Missouri delega­ 
tion over the abortion issue 
flared 
into open bitterness 
Tuesday at the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. 
Tempers bolted at a meeting 
of Missouri delegates com­ 
mitted to Jimmy Carter, and 
three of those delegates walked 
out for a time. 
Pro-Life leaders in the dele­ 
gation had some caustic com» 
menu for the majority of the 
Missourians who wouldn't sup­ 
port them in a losing bid to get 
the rules changed so the plat­ 
form plank on abortion could 
be debated on he convention 
floor. 
“It doesn't 
seem like a 
Democratic convention is very 
democratic,’ complained lUte 
Sen. Lawrence Lee of St. Louis, 
chairman 
of

caucus, after the effort to get 
the plank ddeted had col­ 
lapsed.

The Missouri effort, which 
appeared doomed from the 
start because of a convention 
rule which required a two- 
thirds vote of all delegates to 
amend the platform, collapsed 
Tuesday night when Sen. Thom­ 
as Eagleton brought word from 
Carter that the former Georgia 
governor would not alter his 
support of the platform plank. 
Eagleton said Carter made 
four points in his response to 
the Missourians: 
—He has not changed his bas­ 
ic position on abortion. 
—If elected president, he 
would not be involved in the 
legislative process to submit a 
constitutional amendment to 


prohibit abortions. 


* —He and his wife "are per­ 
sonally opposed to abortion." 
—He will, if elected presi­ 
dent, support restricting federal 
funds and facilities for per­ 
forming abortions. 


The final blow to the Pro-Life 
effort came when the con­ 
vention voted overwhelmingly 
against a minority report on 
rules, which would have pro­ 
vided a petition process for get­ 
ting platform issués to the floor 
for debate. 
The Missouri delegation voted 
43-22 against it, leaving Lee at 
least temporarily bitter.

DEXTER— George Lovins of 
Dexter Route Three, who owns C 
& L Orchard southwest of 
Dexter, has mixed news this 
year for peach lovers. 
He 
says 
the 
Southeast 
Missouri area has a good peach 
crop this year, unlike some 
other states and even southwest 
Missouri, but it was a close call 
early this spring. 
“We're short on a few 
varieties because of the frost," 
Lovins said, walking through 
one of his orchards as his help 
picked the fruit. It could have 
been worse. 
“If it had been three degrees 
colder we would have lost the 
whole crop,” he said, "and one 
night they had to fly helicopters 
to keep air circulating and to 
keep frost from forming. 
“Just spot them and go on!" 
he yelled out to the three persons 
picking. 
He 
explained 
that 
spotting is getting the ripe fruit 
and checking the trees to see 
when the fruit will be ready to 
ship. 
As he walked through the 
trees his hands were constantly 
moving, picking ripe fruit to add 
to the boxes, pulling misshapen 
or.diseased fruit and throwing ft 


chard, but for the past two years 
has used the Missouri Fruit 
Growers Co-op facilities located 
west of Malden. 
While there the mature fruit is 
hydro-cooled quickly so that the 
fruit can be picked ripe and still 
be in good shape when it reaches 
the market. 
Lovins is one of 19 Southeast 
Missouri growers who have 
Invested $1 
million in the 
facility. He said the growers 
have a hope that it may 
someday be profitable, he would 
be satisfied now for it to pay for 
itself. 
Picking started in May and 
will continue probably until the 
middle of August as the 12 
varieites grown by Lovins ripen, 
but the harvest is about half 
over. 
The early commercial price 
wasn't too good, but the price is 
coming up now. A sampling of 
the price per bushel for the 
consumer at 
a local market 
recently showed about the same 
price as last year. 
“The peaches this year are 
about as good a quality as we’ve 
ever had," Lovins said, looking 
over some crates of peaches to 
go to his market. "We don’t have 
the color in the frtrtt I normally 
to the ground, explaining what

He shared some of his 19-years 
of peach growing experience, 
explaining that he does not pick 
peaches green, but that peaches 
to be shipped to acommercial 
markets must be firmer than 
what he sells locally.

interfere with the rights of 
others. You have no right to 
commit a public nuisance, a 
public indecency, or a public 
disturbing of the peace. 
In Oliver Wendell Holmes’ 
famous phrase, you have no 
right to cry “fire” in a crowded 
theater.

legacies of the Earl Warren 
Court was the overturning of the 
law on obscenity that Americans 
had respected for 178 years. By 
ruling FOR obscenity dealers in 
36 out of 38 cases in 1967, 1968 
and 1969, the Warren Court 
enshrined the pomographer’s 
right to commit his public 
nuisance above the right of all 
the rest of the people to lie in an 
orderly and decent community. 
In many of these cues, the 
Supreme Court did not issue any 
opinion supporting its decision 
or even reveal which of the 
justices approved the decision. 
The court just handed down 
anonymous 
per 
curiam 
decisions that reversed the 
convictions of smut peddlers 
found guilty by local juries, and 
thereby 
stripped 
the 
com­ 
munities of all legal power to 
defend themselves against 


obscenity. The result of per­ 
mitting the sm<ff peddlers to 
clothe themselves in radical new 
interpretations 
of the 1st 
Amendment has been the 
pornography explosion of, the 
1970s. 
One of the major changes that 
Chief Justice Burger made was 
to reaffirm the law on obscenity 
that had existed prior to the 
Warren Court. 
In 1973, 
Burg«- wrote the 
opinion specifically holding that 
“ obscene 
material is not 
protected by the 1st Amend­ 
ment,’’ that it can be regulated 
by the states, and that 
the 
courts will honor community 
standards rather than enforce a 
national standard. 
The latest decision on por­ 
nography 
shows 
that the 
Supreme Court realizes that 
civilized cities must have ad­ 
ditional means of protecting 
their citizens against the public 
display of moral garbage. The 
Supreme Court now recognizes 
that pornography is an “ad­ 
mittedly serious problem,” that 
cities must be permitted to try 
“to preserve the quality of ur­ 
ban life,” and therefore must 
nbe 
allowed 
“a 
reasonable 
opportunity to experiment with 
solutions.” 
We can thank the 
court’s 
newest justice, John Paul 
Stevens 
of 
Chicago, 
for 
recognizing the problem in the 
big cities and permitting them to 
deal with it by zoning laws which 
either disperse X-rated movie 
theaters and so-called “adult” 
bookstores, as Detroit does, or 
concentrate such objectionable 
businesses in one area, as 
Boston does in what is called its 
“combat zone.” At any rate, it is 
for the city to decide, not the 
federal courts. 
The 
new Supreme 
Court 
decision won’t eliminate the 
porno plague, but it is a big step 
in the right direction. It should 
encourage city councils and 
local law enforcement officials 
to go into action against public 
nuisances such as porno shops 
and 
movies and massage 
parlors.

PRESSURE FOR 
POSTAL SUBSIDY 
“The will of the Congress, and 
the will of the people, is clear,” 
President Nixon said in 1969 
when he proposed creation of a 
new U.S. Postal Service. “They 
, want fast, dependable and low- 
cost mail service. They want an 
end to the continuing cycle of 
higher deficits and increasing 
costs.” 
So we got the new postal 
service. And the mails are really 
no 
faster, 
often 
klower. 
Deliveries are not nearly so 
dependable. Costs have risen 
sharply and now the postal of­ 
ficials are being joined by postal 
unions in a demand that 
Congress increase the subsidies. 
The U.S. Postal Service has its 
problems. It has had to meet the 
ravages 
of 
inflation 
like 
everyone else. That is a big 
factor in its rising costs. It also 
has 
faced 
an 
increasing 
demand. 
And 
for 
reasons 
beyond its control it has had to 
operate with a work force that 
sometimes 
is 
balky 
and 
unreasonable. 
But 
the fact remains if 
promised more than it has been 
able to deliver. 
In its rush to introduce what 
its 
b u sin ess-orien ted 
management 
considered 
ef­ 
ficiencies, it has pushed into 
retirement many experienced 
postal workers who might have 
helped the new managers better 
understand that moving the 
mails is more than a a business 
— it’s also a public service. It 
has sought to increase efficiency 
by needlessly moving about 
huge quantities of mail, creating 
new handling miters which all 
too often left workers hi* tsub- 
sidiary post offices under heavy 
burdens dt a few hours of the 
day and almost idle at others. 
It has introduced machines 
which apparently were hastily 
designed and as a result do 
severe damage to the mail they 
are supposed to sort and 
process, adding mail looses to 
the cost of the new machines. 
It has discovered that there is 
as yet no real substitute for the 
people who sort the mails, 
despite many millions of dollars 
spent in search of such a sub­ 
stitute. 
And the worst aspect of all this 
is that the deterioration of the 
service along with inevitably 
higher ratres is causing the 
service to lose business. The 
volume, which rose from 87 
billion pieces in 1971 to 90.1 
billion, pieces in 1971 to 90.1 
billion, was down in the last 
fiscal year to 86.3 billion and 
apparently failing. 
This is what brings the crunch. 


And with it the warnings by 
Postmaster General Benjamin 
Bailar and now by the union 
officials, that there must be 
more federal subsidy far the 
service or there will be less 
service at yet higher prices. 
Congres and the taxpayers are 
stuck with it. 
But if the federal till is to be 
tapped again to maintain the

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Carter: An Enigma 
Wrapped in a Nomination

NEW YORK - To the Demo­ 
cratic delegates who came here 
to acclaim Jimmy Carter, he re­ 
mains an enigma. Most of them 
will leave the Democratic con­ 
vention still a bit chary about 
their nominee. What makes 
Carter run? They will go home 
wondering. 
The key to his behavior, ac­ 
cording to sources close to 
Carter, can be found in the ex­ 
ample of his former command­ 
ing officer, Adm. Hyman 
Rickover. The salty, old cur- 
mudgeon 
b at tl ed 
the 
bureaucracy, slashed red tape, 
overcame obstacles, refused to 
be deterred. 
And he abhorred any waste of 
the taxpayers' money. 
Those who know Carter say 
his view of Washington was first 
shaped in the reconverted ladies’ 
washroom where Rickover was 
banished to develop the nuclear 
su b ma ri ne 
the 
naval 
bureaucracy pooh-poohed. The 
Democratic candidate, if he 
should become President, can be 
expected to pursue his goals with 
the same singlemindedness. 
“It will be, ‘Damn the 
bureaucrats and full steam 
ahead!”’ predicted one intimate. 
Yet. like Rickover, the source 


said, Carter will operate within 
the system. 
The admiral also demanded 
total dedication from his subor­ 
dinates. Carter will expect the 
same commitment from the men 
around him. They will have to 
put on the crusader’s armor, our 
sources anticipate. 
Before Carter became an ac­ 
tive candidate, he sought out 
Rickover and spent an evening 
with him. Our sources say the 
presidential aspirant went to 
Rickover more to draw inspira­ 
tion than to solicit advice. 
These sources say Rickover in­ 
fluenced Carter’s “attitude 
toward achievement” but not 
necessarily his attitude toward 
the Pentagon. The man who 
tonight becomes the Democratic 
standard-bearer admires 
Rickover tremendously, they 
say, but may not pgree with his 
military views. 
It would be hard to find two 
more disparate men than the 
smiling, engaging Carter and the 
abrasive, waspish Rickover. 
Carter was brought up in 
Georgia, a scion of the upper 
class. Rickover came to this 
country at age five, an im­ 
migrant mite tossed into 
Chicago’s slum land, the son of a 


Polish pants presser. 
Both men made it to An­ 
napolis, Rickover in the 1920b, 
Carter two decades later. The 
youth from Georgia was a 
model midshipman, polished, 
poised, papular. The immigrant 
from Chicago was always out of 
step. He was out of step on the 
drill field, out erf step on the 
dance floor. 
Yet Carter was later to say: 
“Adm. Rickover had a profound 
effect on my life, perhaps more 
than anyone except my awn 
parents.” 
Carter has never forgotten 
their first meeting. He applied to 
Rickover for a job in the nuclear 
submarine program. “How did 
you stand in your class at the 
Naval AcadefriyT’ asked the ad­ 
miral. 
“Sir, I stood 59th in a class of 
820,’’ snapped back Carter, 
pleased with himself. 
“Did you do your best?” 
Carter paused. “No, sir,” he 
admitted, “I didn’t always do my 
best»'1 
“ Why not?” demanded 
Rickover. It was a question that 
has challenged Carter ever 
since, his friends say. 
Wallace’s Last Hurrah? 
George Wallace's appearance 
before the Democratic conven­ 
tion is viewed by many political 
veterans as his last hurrah. 
After his poor showing in the 
primaries, they tend to regard 
him as a washed-out, politically 
impotent old man. 
But even as they are consign­ 
ing him to the political pastures, 
the Alabama governor is gear­ 
ing up for his next campaign. 
His staff, aocording to inside 
sources, is preparing another po­ 
litical fun^-raising appeal. “If 


people respond," said one source, 
“we can keep it going.” 
For the record, those who are 
authorized to speak for Wallace 
are cautious about the future. His 
chief political honcho, Charles 
Snider, acknowledged that they 
will keep a skeleton campaign 
staff “as long as possible.” 
As he explained it, “We’re 
going to try to keep something 
going, to keep in touch with the 
constituents we have.” 
They speak vaguely of a 
judgeship or a federal appoint­ 
ment for Wallace. But they really 
have their eye on the seat that 
Sen. John Sparkman, D.-Ala., is 
expected to vacate in 1978, our 
sources confide. 
Wallace may be less willing 
than his hangers-on, whose jobs 
depend on keeping him in office. 
Earlier this year, our associate 
Jim Grady spoke to the governor 
about his future. 
“My wife and I talk a lot about 
what f 11 do when I’m through,” 
he said, his voice dropping as he 
sagged slightly in his wheelchair. 
“She wonders if she shouldn’t go 
back and get a teaching certifi­ 
cate or something. I’m not sure 
what we’ll do. What can I do? I 
worry a lot about that” 
But W allace’s mood had 
changed by the eve of the con­ 
vention. He told Grady in a 
telephone conversation: “I used 
to worry about little things... but 
I don’t worry about them now. 
fve learned that you’re lucky 
just to be alive.” 
He couldn’t say whether he 
would run for the Senate. 
“I don’t have any specific plans 
about the Senate,” he said. “I 
don’t know whether I want to or 
not”

Boycotting the Candidate: 
Labor’s love lost by Jimmy 
Carter - But... 
NEW YORK - Thousands of 
pickets are roaring through 
some of the not so grand 
canyons of this, my hometown. 
But the story for the moment is 
in what I believe is a one-man 
strike against Jimmy Carter by 
none other than labor's chief of 
Chiefs, George Meany. 
As impassive as he is crusty, 
the massive labor federation’s 
powerful elder statesman is 
boycotting the Democratic 
National Convention. 
Reports have it that he has 
been 
bargaining 
hard 
with 
Carter over selection of a vice- 
presidential candidate. And this 
bargaining has not been very 
collective. 
Characteristically “ 
tough, Meany tenaciously has 
been championing Sen. Scoop 
Jackson. And from Plains, Ga.’s 
most sacred precinct, Carter 
has been stonewalling Jackson. 
It began face to face in 
Meany’s famed eighth floor 
executive 
suite 
Wednesday, 
June 30. For 35 minutes Carter 
and labor’s president discussed 
many glittering generalities - 
according to a long-reliable 
source - and a few specifics 
such as potential 
running- 
mates. You never do get all the 
details of a 
private 
Meany 
conversation. But enough has 
seeped 
through 
to 
warrant 
reporting that Meany objected 
to some of Carter’s suggestions 
and was especially hard set 
aginst the 54-year-old Ohio Sen. 
John Glenn, the first American 
to orbit the earth. 
As far as Meany is concerned 
Glenn can orbit right back to 
private life. 
The June 30 eyeball-to-eyeball 
conference 
went 
pleasantly 
enough. But Carter didn’t 
budge. So he got the traditional 
Meany cool handshake and 
limpid goodbye. When Carter 
left the eighth floor, Meany, as 
one aide put it, didn’t think it 
“advisable” to accompany the 
all-but-nominated 
ex-Georgia 
governor to the lobby for an 
appearance before the clustered 
TV cameras and a horde of 
correspondents. 
Instead, Meany dispatched his 
executive 
assitant 
Tom 
Donahue to usher out Carter 
who retaliated by telling the 
press 
he 
had 
discusseed 
potential with Meany just as he 
had with 
“35 or 40 other 
people.” Well, the others don’t 
represent 
14.5 
million 
duespayers interwoven into (me 
of the most effective com­ 
puterized vote-getting political 
machines 
ever 
hammered 
together. 
So the sentiment spread in 
labor’s national headquartrs 
that there’s little to do at the 
convention. “Everything’s 
so 
cut and dry.” Especially dry. 
And dull. Meany decided to stay 
home, foregoing his suite at the 
; Hotel Americana where Car­ 
ter’s 350-person entourage is 
quartered. Instead, A1 Barkan, 
director of the AFL-CIO Com­ 
mittee on Political Education 
(COPE), now recovered from 
minor surgery, along with some 
of Meany’s aides such as Albert 
Za^k, public information chief, 


and lobbyist Andy Biemiller, 
will be at the listening post here. 
Barkan, at Meany’s direction, 
has 
been telephoning labor 
chiefs and delegates, urging 
them to put the heat on Carter to 
take Jackson. 
There are some 350 labor 
delegates. 
But though they 
would have been a formidable 
power 
base 
during 
any 
traditional intra-party dvil-war- 
riven national convention, today 
they can’t really broker Carter. 
It isn’t petulance but political 
savvy which motivates Meany. 
He wants actual philosophical 
and economic policy input in the 
next administration. He wants 
something 
for 
his 
COPE’S 
money and support. He doesn’t 
want to go knocking a the White 
. House front door. Nor to have to - 
go through some low-level ap­ 
pointments secretary who in 
turn is unknowing of the old 
White House-House of Labor 
fraternal ties (even in Dick 
Nixon’s days). 
The 
labor 
chiefs 
believe 
they’ll rarely get directly 
through to a “President” 
Carter. As for'John Glenn, a 
devoted Bible-studying, 
devoutly religious Senator so 
pleasing to Carter, he (Glenn) is 
persona non grata with labor. 
He voted against the common 
situs extended picketing bill. 
Oddly, his fellow Ohio Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr. voted for it. 
Further, the powerful AFL-CIO 
Building 
and Construction 
Trades Department, which 
angrily broke with Jerry Ford 
when the President vetoed the 
situs bill, says that Glenn was 
not pressured by folks at home. 
And, that he’s simply opposed 
to much of labor's program. 
Remember, 
ex-New 
York 
plumber Meany is construction 
oriented. 
But Carter isn’t much shaken. 
During Meany’s one-man strike 
he doesn’t have to pass a picket 
line. This time it’s safely inside. 
But labor isn’t very friendly. 
Aside from some comparatively 
small financial contributions 
from Jesse Calhoon’s Marine 
Engineers’ 
Beneficial 
Assn. 
(AFL-CIO) and Murray Finley’s 
and Jack Sheinkman’s men’s 
clothing workers union, there 
has been little cftnr labor money 
pouring into the Carter coffers. 
It’s a strange alliance. The ex­ 
governor 
and 
his 
highly 
publicized staff of former 
unknowns don’t seem to care - 
though they should, (foe in­ 
fluential national labor chief 
here for the happening put it 
succinctly the other day when he 
said: 
“I was talking to 
(X) last 
night about the possibility of 
Nelson Rockefeller being hit by 
lightning and getting the 
Republican 
nomination. 
My 
friend said that’s an ianpoasibel 
dream. I said, holy Mfffc*» what 
a split there wouldbe kt the labor 
movement if that happened. 
Maybe even if be pis the vice- 
presidential) nod. You’d see 
Carter abandoned so fast by 
many of us, yonriiaUy couldn’t 
countus.” 
But Carter isn’t shook up. It’s 
all cut and dried up. He’s got the 
convention delegates.

The Portuguese have long in* 
sisted that the only true sardine 
is a silvery fish whose technical 
name is Sardina Pilchardis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
the Democrats are debating in 
New York, the real weighty is­ 
sues are being discussed this 
week in Washington. 
For instance, how much pig 
should be in a can of pork and 
beans? And how much turkey 
in a frozen dinner? And how 
many servings does a jar of in­ 
stant coffee make? 
It's the 61st annual Weights 
and Measures Conference, a 
gathering of some 500 state and 
local metrologists from around 
the country, whose main con­ 
cern is to make sure consumers 
aren’t ripped off when the 
country switches to the metric 
system. 
"The primary function of the 
meeting is to adopt model laws 
that have been agreed on by 
those weights and measures of­ 
ficials," said Fred McGehan, 
spokesman 
for 
the 
group. 
McGehan said that after the 
four-day conference, the offi­ 
cials return to their states’ 
weights and measures depart­ 
ments and recommend that 
such legislation be passed. 
If the measurement officials 
have their way, shoppers will 
no longer have to guess what 
they’re eating when they buy 
mystery meat cuts like “patio 
chops," “breakfast steak" and 
“paradise roast." 
They’re recommending that 
meat cuts have standard identi­ 
ties, such as roast, shoulder, 
bone-in and boneless. 
In considering another model 
law, the officials are discussing 
whéther the percentage of meat 
should be listed in frozen din­ 
ners. 
Another 
recommendation 
would require companies to list 
the number of servings in such 
products as a jar of instant cof­ 
fee. Other problems being dis­ 
cussed are softwood lumber. 
After all, a 2-by-4 is really 14 
inches by 34 inches. The offi­ 
cials also are pondering uni­ 
form labeling of antifreeze and 
the method of sale for sod and 
turf. 
McGehan said most of those 


at 
the conference feel the 
United States will have con­ 
verted to the metric system by 
the mid-1980s. 
McGehan said the officials 
expect that by early next year, 
a U.S. Metric Board will have 
been appointed by the presi­ 
dent.

But enactment of a new state 
law on Aug 13 providing for 
such payments to attorneys 
after that date has removed 
any further need for lawyers to 
go unpaid in such cases, the 
court said. 
The ruling overturned an or­ 
der of Cape Girardeau County 
Circuit Court Judge Stanley A. 
Grimm that payment must be 
made to attorney O.J. Gibson 
Jr. for his legal defense of Mi­ 


chael Probst in a misdemeanor 
case. Grimm, in a serious of 
motions and orders last year, 
held that the state should pay 
Gibson’s fees. 
The dispute over payment of 
fees resulted from a 1972 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision holding 
that misdemeanants facing jail 
terms 
as 
well 
as 
persons 
charged with felonies must be 
represented by attorneys. 
The state public defender 
program in effect since then 
has authorized state-supported 
legal aid to poor persons only 
when they are charged with fel­ 
onies. Revision of that law, 
however, extends the publicly 
financed legal aid for poor per­ 


sons to those charged with mis­ 
demeanors. That revisions goes 
into effect next month. 
“ Thus, this burden on the at­ 
torneys of Missouri has now for 
all practical purposes ended,” 
the court said. 
The court acknowledged that 
attorneys have been forced to 
represent misdemeanants with­ 
out pay in the past, but the 
judges noted an earlier decision 
that no state money can be 
spent unless specifically author­ 
ized by the legislature in an ap­ 
propriations bill. 


While all seven judges agreed 
with the result of the decision,

Threat o f irresponsible pow er 
No lids needed on chemical industry 


By Dr. Perry J. Gehring 
Using a God and motherhood platform 
to mesmerize the American public, toxic 
substances control legislation is being 
presented by politicians and bureaucrats 
as an absolute necessity for protection of 
the American worker and public against 
toxic chemicals. 
This proposed legislation would im­ 
pose yet another layer of regulation on a 
chemical industry which is already con­ 
strained by 27 health and environmental 
laws. 
Rather than adding further to the 
bureaucratic Hydra, a better alternative 
for Americans would be to bolster the 
application of those laws already on the 
books, which are more than adequate to 
accomplish the good intentions of the 
proposed toxic substances legislation. 
One assertion made frequently is that 
the chemical industry, if left unattended, 
will not properly evaluate its new 
products. There is ample evidence, 
historical and current, that the chemical 
industry has been prudent generally, and 
is becoming even more prudent in con­ 
trolling itself. Industrial research, not 
governmental or academic research has 
revealed most of the problems which are 
now the focus of attention. And, literally 
thousands of compounds were never 
marketed because of potential hazards 
discerned in early research and develop- 
ment. 
Is the chemical industry complacent? 
Recently. 20 major chemical companies 
have formed the Chemical Industry 
Institute of Toxicology to study further 
commodity chemicals and their poten­ 
tial effects on health, with all results to 
be made available to the general public. 
Also, 30 to 40 per cent of their budget will 
be devoted to development of new 
methods and concepts for assessing the 
hazards of chemicals and training of new 
professionals. 
No company, which is to survive, will

neglect the development of an early 
hazard assessment program; this would 
be utter competitive folly. There is also 
the greatest motivator of all: Any com­ 
pany unaware of the interest of the 
public in their health must either remedy 
their naivete or they will soon become 
dinosaur. The fact that the safety record 
of the chemical industry is twice as good 
as that of any other industrial sector 
attests to the general recognition of 
people’s welfare. 
Why is an industry, which is supposed­ 
ly prudent, worried about the proposed 
legislation if it is already accomplishing 
what the legislation proposes? 
Simply stated, our concern is the 
irresponsible use of power! The En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
the proposed regulator, is already in a 
clash with other governmental bodies 
over territorial rights. Industry and the 
public are the victim s of these 
bureaucratic struggles for power, 
prestige, and money. 
The power struggle often boils down to 
an irresponsible arousal of fear in the 
public to support the continued growth of 
the bureaucracy, irrespective of need. 
Often quoted is the statement that as 
much as 90 per cent of all cancer is caus­ 
ed by environmental agents. What they 
don’t tell you is the fact that en­ 
vironmental agents include naturally oc­ 
curring agents such as food, sunshine 
and smoking. Less than 1 per cent of 
cancer is attributable to synthetic 
chemicals. 
It’s true that numerous chemicals 
have been shown to cause cancer when 
given to laboratory animals at high doses 
which overwhelm the body’s natural 
defense mechanisms. Indeed, in many 


cases the doses are so large that they kill 
a portion of the animals and severely in­ 
jure those poor animals which unfor­ 
tunately live long enough to develop 
cancer. 
All the public hears is that such agents 
cause cancer; a truly irresponsible 
arousal of fear. Not stated is that the in­ 
vestigators don’t know what such infor­ 
mation means to the individual exposed 
to amounts many times less. Not stated 
is that excesses of anything, food itself, 
causes cancer. 
To demonstrate further that the 
proposed legislation provides license for 
the irresponsible use of power, one 
merely has to consider an innocuous 
statem ent appearing in the latest 
proposals. The legislation gives the head 
of the EPA authority to ban any product 
or close any plant if a chemical might be 
potentially toxic. 
Absolute safety of any substance, 
animate or inanimate, is impossible to 
prove. Can it be proven absolutely that a 
newly constructed bridge will not fall un­ 
der any possible stress within the next 
year? No, it might be potentially harm­ 
ful! Can a newspaper prove that its 
product, often less than totally factual 
and often biased, will not be harmful? 
No! Indeed a newspaper or television 
story may produce irreparable psy­ 
chological damage which may develop 
into clinical disease years after publica­ 
tion. Can it be deemed absolutely safe to 
eat a steak? No, a number of people 
choke to death yearly! 
The reality is that toxic substances 
control legislation, as now proposed, 
constitutes unneeded redundancy which 
will serve only to expand the size and 
power of the Federal bureaucracy. If 
passed, it will provide the base for dic­ 
tatorial power over the chemical in­ 
dustry unless administered prudently. 
Misleading statements by bureaucrats 
and other proponents of the bill provide 
ample testimony that such nontargeted, 
irresponsible legislation will not be ad­ 
ministered prudently.

Reagan’s record not 
in line with platform

WASHINGTON - (NEA) — We have a habit in the United 
States of judging a man by what he says — almost ignoring 
wHdt Ho does 
If he says what we like to hear, we forgive a man whose ac­ 
tions do violence to our beliefs. If he says what we don’t like to 
hear, he cannot please us whatever he does. 
Let us then, in assessing Reagan, ignore what he says, what 
he promises and how he postures. 
And look at what he did as governor. 
He castigated the state universities — and doubled the 
budgets for higher education. He verbally slashed right and 
left and to the quick on health programs and doubled or tripled 
their budgets, depending on your mathematics. 
He railed against government spending and higher taxes, 
and increased the state budget to 2.5 times its level when he 
came to office. On balance, he boosted taxes proportionately. 
He talked about the California state legislature in the 
harshest terms but personally negotiated privately at greater 
length with legislative leaders than any previous governor. He 
introduced more compromise bills and made more legislative 
compromises on major as well as minor points — perhaps 
more than any California executive within my memory. 
In this, Reagan was like a first-rate union negotiator, 
castigating adversary in public but dealing issue by issue 
pragmatically with the verve of an old-fashioned horse trader. 
Here he had the respect of some of his roughest opponents. 
He lashed out at the welfare system — and ended up agree­ 
ing to quite liberal benefits and greatly increased spending. 
His great achievement here, however, was in markedly reduc­ 
ing the number of chiselers on the rolls. 
His words have given him a reputation favoring business 
against the small consumer. But he sponsored what is perhaps 
the toughest water pollution control law in the United States, 
and stepped up regulation of the auto repair, home insurance, 
real estate and retail businesses and of doctors and dentists. 
In cooperation with the legislature he reduced the oil deple­ 
tion allowance, increased income taxes from 7 to 11 per cent 
for the top bracket, took more low-income families off the tax 
rolls, stiffened the capital gains tax, increased inheritance tax 
rates and gave renters tax credits. He supported a bill giving 
mental patients the right to refuse shock treatments. 
Like Jimmy Carter, Reagan brought in a considerable group 
of bright young men when he moved into the governorship. As 
in the Carter administration, there was no hint of financial 
hanky-panky. And Reagan’s appointments, like Carter’s, were 
regarded as above average. 
But Reagan’s style as governor was worlds apart from 
Carter’s. Trie latter came to work early, stayed late, insisted 
on knowing and analyzing every detail of every operation, and 
in the end, Carter’s way prevailed.

The National League now 
leads the All-Star series 28-18-1. 
And no relief is in sight for the 
beleaguered American Leag­ 
uers. 
Perhaps John Montefusco, 
the outspoken San Francisco 
Giants’ pitcher, put the dull 
game in its proper perspective. 
“I didn’t have my good fast­ 
ball, but I didn’t need it against 
the American League.”

DEAR DR. LAMB - Would 
you explain the medication 
te tra c y c lin e to m e? How 
many different illnesses is it 
used for? My grandson’s doc­ 
tor prescribed it for his acne 
co n d itio n and my d o cto r 
prescribed it for m e to take as 
an antibiotic in case of a virus 
infection. Is the constant use 
of this drug harmful? 
DEAR R EA D ER - The 
tetracyclines include several 
different antibiotics. The best 
k n o w n 
of 
t h e s e 
a r e 
Aureomycin, Terram ycin and 
Achromycin. They are broad- 
spectrum antibiotics, m ean­ 
ing they are effective against 
a large num ber of different 
organism s. That is why your 
doctor and your grandson’s 
doctor used them for different 
infections. 
Your doctor did not give you 
tetracycline to treat viruses 
since this drug is not effective 
against viruses. He probably 
gave it to you to counteract 
any secondary infection from 
bacteria. 
Some people are aware that 
these m edicines are used in 
t r e a t m e n t 
of 
“ v i r u s 
pneum onia.” The catch is that 
what w as once called virus 
pneumonia is not caused by a 
virus a t all but by a very sm all 
b acteria th at is treatable with 
antibiotics. 
In com m on concentrations 
they stop reproduction of 
bacteria and are therefore 
c a lle d b a c te rio s ta tic . In 
g reater concentrations they 
m ay actually kill the bacteria 
a n d 
a r e 
t h e n 
c a l l e d 
bacteriocidal. 
No m edicine is entirely 
safe. 
A ntibiotics are safe 
when used as directed. The 
m ost com m on problem is that 
the patient fails to follow the 
doctor’s advice. As soon as 
the patient feels better he 
stops the medicine. This m ay 
enable the development of 
resistant bacteria. For the full 
effectiveness against som e in­ 


fections it is im portant that 
the full course of treatm ent be 
carried out.

phenobarbital pill helps solve 
m y sleeplessness, but I ’m 
w orried that I m ight become 
addicted if I take it night after 
n i g h t .

I find Tylenol helpful too, 
but I worry about that for the 
sam e reason. Do you think I 
m ay take one or two Tylenol 
tablets to overcom e m y in­ 
som nia? If you advise against 
both of these, I’d appreciate 
your letting m e know the 
nam e of something I can take 
without fear of addiction. 
DEAR READER - There 
a re countless methods people 
use to get to sleep. W hat 
works for one does not work 
for another. I would agree 
th a t the continual use of 
phenobarbital m ay not be a 
good idea.I see no reason why 
you cannot take two Tylenol 
tablets if that does the trick 
for you, but I would not want 
m y other readers to consider 
this 
an en d o rsem en t for 
Tylenol for sleeplessness. In 
th is am ount it should not 
h arm you and if it works for 
you that is fine. 
I have found that the an­ 
tihistam ines are often very 
useful to induce a pleasant 
sleep without any hangover 
effect or problems of addic­ 
tion. Many people do well with 
a Banadryl capsule a t bed­ 
tim e. You would need to get 
the prescription from your 
doctor.

Fred “Gene" Copeland, 
New Madrid, cited Rhodes for 
his service “as a judge of the 
New Madrid County Court for 40 
dedicated years,” for his active 
participation in the Democratic 
Party and for his support of his 
church and other local civic 


organizations. 
Rhodes, who was 101 years of 
" age on March 13, was bom in 
Warren. His ancestors came to 
Missouri in a covered wagon 
from Virginia. When he was 13 
years old, his father died, and he 
undertook the care of his invalid 
mother and a younger brother. 


In 1901, he married Maud 
Frederick, who died in 1955. 
They have four sons and a 
daughter, all of whom attained

His family moved to Gideon in 
1920. 
Rhodes was first elected to the 
New Madrid County Court in 
1930.

At that time, at the age 
of 95, he was believed to have 
been the oldest elected official in 
the United States. 
His accomplishments as judge 
include the development of the

He served as the head of the 
local Selective Service Board 
through World War II. (His son- 
in-law was one of the first in­ 
ductees.) 
He has been a member Of the 
Baptist Church since 1916.

Jefferson 
was 
thoroughly 
democratic 
and 
believed in the rights of the 


people. Re has a large portrait 
of Jefferson in his home. 
He never learned to drive an

do as he wanted. 


His 
first recollection of 
political activity was when, at 
the age of 9, his father sent him 
off on a mule to spread the news 
of the election of G rover 
Cleveland, the first Democratic 
president since the Civil War. 
He later did his campaigning for 
office on a mule. 


Rhodes was an intimate friend 
of the late J.V. Conran of New 
Madrid, a former New Madrid 
County 
prosecuting 
attorney 
and for many years a prominent 
Missouri Democrat. 
Early in life Rhodes began the 
task of self-education, and all of 
his life he was surrounded by 
good books. He has always been 
noted a man of impeccable 
principle. 
D uring 
the 
Depression, a great deal of land 
in New Madrid County was sold 
for taxes. Neither Rhodes, who 
then presided over the County 


Court which regulated the sale 
of such land, nor any member of 
his family, bought a single acre. 
Among his many memories of 
101 years, he recalls riding a 
train to Kansas City once with 
the famous Missouri desperado, 
Frank Jam es. An especially 
fond memory of his youth was 
seeing William Jennings Bryan 


and hearing him speak. 
Rhodes was honored on his 
101st birthday last year by a 
proclamation issued by Ken-

m ayor, 
Dr. 
H arry 
Goddard, which made him an 
honorary citizen at Kennett. 
In January of this year, 
Rhodes was honored as first 
Bicentennial Citizen of Gideon.

After his class visited a local 
c e m e t e r y recently, Julian

The 
grant, which was allocated un­ 
der the agency’s Project KARE 
(Knowledgeable Action to Re­ 
store the Environment), paid 
for the publication of a work­ 
book that suggests learning 
projects to be conducted in 
cemeteries. 
The idea has been picked up 
by dozens of other schools 
throughout the United States 
and Canada. 
“Most people think that envi­ 
ronmental studies can be con­ 


ducted only in suburban or ru­ 
ral areas — in woods and for­ 
ests,” Stranix says. He sees 
cemeteries as perfect outdoor 
classroom-laboratories. 
“The cemetery is a safe, 
open and available area for 
making discoveries,” Stranix 
says. “A youngster can catch 
toads, collect rocks and observe 
butterflies that aren’t to be 
found wi city streets.” 
Stranix began the program 
during the 1973-74 school year 
with 30 fifth and sixth graders. 
Now 80 per cent of the Rhodes 
faculty are using the cemetery 
program in the regular curricu­ 
lum. 
Stranix notes the program is 
no substitute for the regular 
classroom, but he says it does 
get students interested in learn­ 
ing. 
Jacob Hoffman, Rhodes prin­ 
cipal, says “Operation Ceme­ 
tery” proves that “everything 
good doesn’t have to cost mon­ 
ey.” He said once youngsters 
get interested in a subject they 
will be more likely to take it 
back to the classrooms and 
learn more. 
Julian Shanks is one student 
who did. 
Julian admitted he was at 
first “a little scared” when his 
teacher said the class would be 
visiting three local cemeteries. 
Now, Julian thinks the ceme­ 
tery is a “very nice place to go 
learn about nature and to study 
math and science and social 
studies.” 
Tree farm gives 
kids a chance 
to learn forestry 


TACOMA, Wash. (AP) - 
From a mere twig of an in­ 
vestment, the Lincoln High 
School Tree Farm has sprouted 
into a top vocational forestry 
program that turns youngsters 
loose in the woods to “get their 
hands dirty and their noses 
wet.” 
Rain or shine, 45 youths 
wrestle chainsaws, fell trees, 
build roads, chop firewood and 
otherwise sharpen their wood­ 
working skills. 
Each year, the pupils harvest 
between 60,000 and 80,000 board 
feet, logging five acres and 
planting five to keep pace with 
a 70-year growth cycle. 
This year, the pupils also are 
building a Bicentennial log cab­ 
in, which will become a com­ 
bination bunkhouse and visitor 
center for elementary school 
children in outdoor education 
classes. 
The curriculum on the 360- 
acre tract in the Muck Creek 
watershed 17 miles south of Ta­ 
coma is short on academics 
and long on hard work. 
“It’s good for 'em,” says 
Donald “Doc” Christian, who 
serves as instructor with David 
Trier. “It never hurt a kid to 
get his hands dirty.” 
About half the pupils in the 
program later find work in for­ 
est-related trades, says Chris-

In 1941, the district paid 
Pierce County $2 for 240 acres 
on the Muck Creek watershed. 
Three years later the district 
swapped the county the original 
pared for the farm's present 
360 acres.

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Missouri Democrats opposes 
platform plank on abortion 


Gibson says ‘outlaw’ cult in 
country music is not for him 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mis­ 
souri Democrats adopted 47-20 
Monday a resolution opposing a 
proposed national party plat­ 
form plank on abortion. 
However, the Missouri caucus 
rejected a stronger resolution 
that would have placed the del­ 
egation on record as opposing 
the entire. Democratic platform 
to be considered at the party’s 
national 
convention 
Tuesday 
unless the abortion plank is re­ 
moved. 
The proposed platform plank 
would put the national party on 
record as terming it “undesi­ 
rable" to attempt to overturn 
U.S. Supreme Court decisions 
regarding abortion. 
The resolution opposing the 
abortion plank is not binding on 
individual members of the Mis­ 
souri delegation when they vote 
on the platform Tuesday, state 
Treasurer Jam es Spainhower 
stressed. He was elected chair­ 
man of the delegation without 
opposition during the caucus. 
Spainhower said he would 
call a later meeting of support­ 
ers of the antiabortion resolu­ 
tion to try to find a way to call 
the Missouri sentiment to the 
attention of the full convention. 


Representatives of Missouri’s 
Pro-Life organization led the 
fight for the resolution. Oppo­ 
nents claimed that adoption of 
the resolution put delegates 
supporting Jimmy Carter for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination in the awkward po­ 
sition of opposing a plank that 
Carter accepts. 
The motion to table the first 
resolution, putting the Missouri 
delegation on record as oppos­ 
ing the entire proposed plat­ 
form unless the abortion plank 
came out, failed 29-39. 
The 
sometimes 
stormy 
caucus, which took 2*2 hours, 
also rejected a proposed resolu­ 
tion calling for support of the 
federal equal rights amend­ 
ment, which the Missouri Leg­ 
islature has not ratified. The 
vote was 34-32 against the reso­ 
lution. 
Antiabortion feeling is strong 
in 
the 
Missouri 
delegation, 
which could give eight of its 71 
votes to Ellen McCormack for 
the nomination Wednesday. 
State Rep. Earl Schlef of Del- 
lwood offered the resolution not 
to endorse the Democratic plat­ 
form unless the abortion plank 
was removed. 


“ It would seem to me Mis­ 
souri ought to take the lead in 
fighting 
this 
plank,” 
Schlef 
said. “It will hurt us in this 
year’s elections in Missouri. 
What we hope to do is show 
some leadership. We want Jim ­ 
my Carter to know we are op­ 
posed.” 


Another state representative, 
Lawrence Lee of St. Louis, said 
the abortion issue transcends 
politics, and the plank should 
not be in the platform any 
more than planks on other is­ 
sues which have been before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
“It is totally and morally 
wrong,” Lee declared. 
Paul Berra of St. Louis said 
the abortion issue is so divisive 
in Missouri that it could cause 
the Democrats to lose their 
present 9-1 margin in congres­ 
sional seats. 


However, Dick Bush, a dele­ 
gate from Neosho, said, “ I 
would hate to see Missouri’s 
delegation in the position of 
being against the whole plat­ 
form because of one plank.” He 
said the delegates committed to 
Carter must consider the likely 
nominee’s wishes. 
Fourth richest corn crop 
is predicted for Missouri 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The federal govern­ 
ment has projected the fourth 
richest corn crop in Missouri 
history this year, but agricul­ 
ture officials here, leary after 
two straight droughts, say rain 
is needed soon if the prediction 
is to be realized. 
“It’s going to take excellent 
weather conditions if we’re go­ 
ing to meet that crop forecast 
on corn,” state Agriculture Di­ 
rector Jam es Boillot said to­ 
day. “It’s higher than what I 
had expected.” 
The U.S. Department of Agri- 
cultkre on Monday forecast a 
Missouri corn harvest of 85 
bushels an acre or a total crop 
of 244.8 million bushels.' The 
state has had better actual har­ 
vests three times before—91 
bushels an acre in 1972 and 88 
bushels an acre in both 1971 
and 1973. 
"This first July report is an 
awfully early report, and it 
doesn’t say what we re going to 
end up with by a long shot,” 
said William Murphy, field crop 
specialist for the University of 
Missouri 
Extension Division. 


“If we get some good, general 
rains I think we could recover 
to what they’ve estimated, but 
the chances of it decrease as 
every day of dry weather goes 
by.” 
The projection was based on 
field conditions as of July 1, 
and Murphy said that it prob­ 
ably closely reflected the situ­ 
ation at that time because of 
the good rains across the state 
for a couple of weeks earlier. 
But 
during 
the past two 
weeks, hot, dry weather has hit 
Missouri and as of Saturday 
soil moisture was 51 per cent 
short in the state, according to 
the Missouri Crop and Live­ 
stock Reporting Service. 
The 
soil 
moisture 
is ex­ 
tremely important in Missouri, 
experts say, to get the crop 
through 
the 
normally 
dry 
months of July and August. 
“It seems to me that we’ve 
got wider spread shortage of 
rainfall than what would be in­ 
dicated to have been taken into 
account” in the crop estimate, 
Boillot said. 
The possibility of a record 
harvest in Missouri to match 


the one projected nationwide 
was ended early in the planting 
season when a late frost caused 
farmers throughout the state to 
replant much of their corn, 
lessening the per acre yield 
possibilities. 
The national corn crop pro­ 
jection is for 90.5 bushels an 
acre, less than the record yield 
of 97.1 bushels an acre four 
years ago. But it is still above 
last year’s harvest and experts 
say that if it is reached it will 
be enough to keep consumer 
prices stable. 
Harvest projections for Mis­ 
souri the past two years have 
been near-record at the start of 
the 
season 
and 
then 
have 
evaporated 
through 
rainless 
summer months to produce a 
55 bushel-an-acre yield in 1974, 
the worst in a decade, and a 63 
bushel-per-acre yield last year. 
"It seems at this time we’re 
just going through a period of 
dry weather and it’s making us 
moisture 
conscious,” 
Boillot 
said. 
“It’s the same pattern every 
year,” added Murphy, 
“the 
same pattern of uncertainty.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 
Veteran singer-songwriter Don 
Gibson says the “outlaw” cult 
in country music is not for him. 
“I think ‘outlaw’ is a bunch 
of bull,” Gibson said in an in­ 
terview. “I used to do bad 
things myself, like drink and 
take pills, but we tried to keep 
it quiet. 
“Now, they want everybody 
to know they’re ex-cons,” he 
said. "I don’t think that’s a 
part of country music.” 
Gibson, 44, has been to the 
mountaintop and tumbled to the 
valley of near death. From 1956 
to 1970, his hits were as steady 
as the tides. “Oh Lonesome 
Me” and “I Can’t Stop Lovin’ 
You” are standards. 
He also plunged into pills, 
feeding an addiction for some 
eight years before busting the 
habit a few years ago. He can’t 
recall exactly when, but the 
date is recorded at his home. 
His problem was complicated 
by booze, and he drinks nothing 
now but beer. He’s had the 
same bottle of whisky at his 
home for about five years. 
“ I wouldn’t have known if I 
had been crowned king of Eng­ 


land,” he said about th t days 
of his addiction. 
Last fall, he rojoinod the 
Grand Ole Opry after a 12-year 
absence brought on by the piUs. 
He even shaved his beard in or­ 
der to help keep fellow Opry 
performers, officials and his 
producer happy. 
His current release ii "Doing 
My Time,” a bluegrass-style 
departure from his usual bal­ 
lads. 
This 
continuing 
ambition 
sparks admiration from others 
in the music industry. “The 
man has such a big catalogue, 
he doesn’t need to work another 
day the rest of his life,” one 
person said. 
“Every man has to have a 
goal,” Gibson said. “I want to 
continue writing and write one 
bigger than “I Can’t Stop Lo­ 
vin’ You.’ But I’m not sitting 
down, 
thinking I’ll have to 
write another big one. It’ll just 
come.” 
Drugs, he said, can be very 
deceptive. He got hooked on 
diet pills prescribed by a doc­ 
tor. 
“People 
don’t 
know 
how 
drugs lip up on them, even ones 


like 
Valium 
and 
Librium. 
People think they are mild and 
take them under doctor’s or­ 
ders and before you know it, 
you’re hooked.” 
His advice for those already 
hooked on drugs is “admit it, 
head for the first hospital, get 
professional help and dry out 
for six weeks. If people want to 
live, they should stop.” 
He admits that pills remain a 
temptation. 
“I take it one day at a time. 
I know if I got back on them, it 
wouldn’t do any good. I’m en­ 
joying life a whole lot more 
since I quit and I’ve got a 
whole new future. I’ve picked 
up where I left off.” 
Despite his feelings about the 
“outlaws,” he regards current 
country music as “better pro­ 
duced and better sounding” 
than it was 20 years ago. 
“The musicians are better 
and more knowledgeable,” he 
adds. 
Oddly, he doesn’t listen to 
country music on the radio. 
“It interferes with my writ­ 
ing, and I don’t like all the ad­ 
vertising the D J’s have to do,” 
he explains. 
Missouri’s colleges need 
major plant improvements

(AP) — A one-time, major cap- . 
ital expenditure is needed to 
bring needed physical plant im­ 
provements to Missouri’s public 
colleges and universities, the 
state Coordinating Board for 
Higher 
Education 
was 
told 
Monday. 
Board 
member 
Richard 
Blanck of Boonville noted that 
physical plant improvement re­ 
quests made to the legislature 
have been severely trimmed 
over the past few years, to the 
extent that major, costly re­ 
pairs are needed at the state’s 
nine colleges and universities. 


“Ultimately we’re going to 
have to look at the state with a 
long-range view for a one-time, 
large capital improvement ex­ 
penditure,” Blanck said. 


Board Chairman Virginia G. 
Young of Columbia agreed, 


saying, “It’s going to take a 
major effort in some way.” 
Their comments came as ad­ 
ministrators of the public col­ 
leges and universities presented 
capital improvement requests 
to the board at its regular 
meeting here. 
Jam es C. Olson, interim Uni­ 
versity of Missouri president, 
said the needs of that school 
“cry 
out 
for 
a 
long-range 
plan. ” He said without the uni­ 
versity’s request for the next 
fiscal 
year, 
MU 
would 
be 
unable to maintain its buildings 
in adequate repair. 
The Missouri General Assem­ 
bly has consistently slashed 
physical plant improvement re­ 
quests over the past few years. 
In fiscal 1974, the university re­ 
quested $2.5 million to keep its 
structures in repair, but got 
only $2.064 million. During the 
current year, it asked for $3 


million but received only $1.2 
million from the legislature. 
Olson presented an $11,646,000 
capital improvement request to 
the board Monday, with $3,580,- 
000 million earmarked for phys­ 
ical plant improvements. 


The major capital funding re­ 
quests made by the university 
include $4.6 million for heating 
plant improvements at the col­ 
lege’s Rolla campus, $790,000 
for a cooling plant addition at 
the Kansas City campus and 
$695,000 for an addition to the 
journalism school building at 
the Columbia campus. 
It will be up to the coordinat­ 
ing board to study all the capi­ 
tal improvement requests made 
by the state’s universities, and 
then make recommendations on 
them to Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond for preparation of the 
state budget. 
Synthetic sex perfume lures 
Japanese beetles into trap 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment scientists have devel­ 
oped a synthetic sex perfume 
that apparently lures highly de­ 
structive Japanese beetles into 
traps more effectively than if 
the traps were baited by eager 
female beetles. 


The Agriculture Department 
said the scent, which dupli­ 
cate’s the female beetle’s natu­ 
ral substance called lactone, 
could mean that “the days of 
the Japanese beetle may be 
numbered.” 
“Traps 
baited 
with 
the 
synthesized attractant captured 
more males than traps baited 
with live virgin females in field 
tests conducted in North Car(► 
lina,” the department said to­ 
day. 
The Japanese beetles, first 
detected in the United States in 
1916 at a Riverton, N.J., nur­ 
sery, cause about $25 million a 
year in damage and control 
costs, officials said. The beetles 
attack more than 275 kinds of 
flowers, fruits, vegetables and 
ornamentals. 
“The 
shiny 
metallic-green 
pests are well-known to garden- 


ers, homeowners, nurserymen 
.and fruit growers in the north­ 
east and north-central states,” 
the department said. “Japanese 
beetle larvae, immature forms 
called grubs, live in the soil 
and feed upon the roots of 
grasses, causing severe jam- 
age or death to turf." 


Scientists at USD . labora­ 
tories in Gainesville, Fla., and 
Wooster, Ohio, discovered the 
beetle sex lure, officials said. 
“The newly discvered sex at­ 
tractant will serve as an effec­ 
tive 
lure for detecting the 
beetle in freshly infested areas 
of the country,” the department 
said. “It may also be used to 
directly control the pest by lur­ 
ing 
males to traps, 
to in­ 
secticides and to other killing 
or snaring devices.” 


In that manner, when enough 
attractant is distributed in an 
area it is possible that the natu­ 
ral mating of the insects “can 
be disrupted and no further 
generations” of beetles pro­ 
duced. 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
value of farm land, which has 
doubled in the past five years, 


is expected to go up another 8 
to 10 per cent this year, accord­ 
ing to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
During the farm real estate 
year ended this March 1, the 
average price of farm land rose 
14 per cent, from $354 per acre 
to $403 per acre, the depart­ 
ment’s Outlook and Situation 
Board said Monday. 
In predicting that land prices 
may rise another 8 to 10 per 
cent by March 1, 1977, the re­ 
port said that “however, much 
depends upon U.S. crop produc­ 
tion and export demand” in 
coming months. 
“Corn 
Belt 
and 
northern 
plains states led the advance in 
land values," the report said. 
"The highest increases during 
the past year were in Iowa and 
Nebraska, both up 26 per cent. 
Land values in the far west, 
northeast 
and 
southeast in­ 
creased the least.” 
The report said the value of 
the nation's farm real estate as 
of Feb. 1 was a record of $421 
billion, up $51 billion during the 
year. The average value per

rose

cent to 
$165,000. 


Record corn crop predicted 
Farmers will receive profits, 
consumers stabilized prices

Healthy harvests should pro­ 
vide farmers with "reasonably

Don Paarlberg predicted a 
record corn crop if enough rain 
falls and said the prospects 
point to “an abundance of food 
at reasonably stable prices” 
through 1977. 
He said Monday that food 
price politics probably will aid 
incumbent politicians. 
With strong export demand, 
including 
larger 
sales 
to 
drought-stricken western Eu­ 
rope and more animals to feed 
on U.S. farms, it appears farm 
prices 
will 
be 
“reasonably 
good” in the months ahead, he 
said, indicating farmers should 
get an adequate rate of return 
for their labors. 
“I don’t see anything here 
that’s going to upset consumers 
as they were upset a few years 
ago,” Paarlberg said. “I don’t 
see economic 
distress calls 
coming out of the rural areas 
or coming out of the consuming 
areas, and I think that’s got to 


be good for the incumbents.” 
His comments followed a De­ 
partment of Agriculture report 
that showed 1976 corn produc­ 
tion this fall could be a record 
of more than 6.55-billion bush­ 
els, up 14 per cent from 1975’s 
record 5.8-billion bushels.

down prices.

(AP) — The adivsory Com­ 
mittee of the Missouri Bar, 
which brings disciplinary* ac­ 
tions against attorneys, has the 
authority to bring such an ac­ 
tion against a sitting judge for 
alleged misconduct before he 
became a judge, the Missouri 
Supreme Court ruled today. 
The unanimous decision came 
in the case of John E. Mills, 
probate judge and ex officio 
magistrate of Ralls County, in 
connection with alleged miscon­ 
duct in early 1974, about a year 
before he became a judge. 
The high court said evidence 
showed that Mills, while acting 
as guardian of an estate, at­ 
tempted to sell property to the 
estate that he owned while pur­ 
posefully withholding the fact 
of his ownership. 
The court said there was “no 
real dispute as to the facts” of 
the case, and the major issue 
raised by Mills was that be­ 
cause he was a sitting judge 
the Advisory Committee of the 
Missouri Bar had no authority 


to 
seek 
disciplinary 
action 
against him. Mills claimed such 
action must be brought by the 
Commission on Retirement, Re­ 
moval and Discipline of Judges. 
"He may not take refuge in a 
judicial office from discipline 
for 
prior 
misconduct,” 
the 
court said of Mills' contention. 
“To permit the use of a judicial 
office as such a sanctuary 
would be a travesty upon jus­ 
tice.” 
The court ordered Mills’ at­ 
torney’s license indefinitejy sus­ 
pended with the ability to apply 
for 
reinstatement after one 
year. The effect of the suspen­ 
sion is that one of the quali­ 
fications to serve as judge 
would be removed and Mills 
would no longer be able to 
serve as a judge. 
Mills will have 15 days to

Frankly Speaking

MORE ON TAX REFORM 


A few weeks ago in this column, 1 discussed some of the 
more ridiculous tax loopholes which enable affluent people to 
legally escape paying taxes. 1 expressed the hope that some of 
these loopholes, such as the “Mexican Vegetable Rollover,” 
would be plugged as the Senate acted on the tax reform bill. 
The Senate is now about half-way through its work on 
the 1600-page bill, and so far, 1 am sad to report, those of us 
who favor tax reform have been largely unsuccessful in 
making the tax laws fairer. 
There have been a few small victories for tax reform. On 
one very close vote, the Senate agreed to an amendment 
preventing certain investors from claiming "paper losses" 
and thereby avoiding taxes. Under the current law, a wealthy 
investor can turn a tidy profit by reporting a tax loss of, say, 
$100,000, when in fact he has only $25,000 of his own money 
invested. This "loss” deduction can reduce his tax payment 
by as much as $70,000 — leaving a $45,000 net gain. This 
provision may be revised again before the debate is over, to 
reinstate the tax break for builders of low-to-middle-income 
housing (thereby encouraging that kind of construction), 
while closing the loophole for investors in luxury housing and 
other less essential areas of the economy. 
In another vote, the Senate defeated a move to reduce 
the maximum tax rate on investment earnings from 70% to 
50%. A reduction in this rate would have produced more tax 
savings for the rich. 
As the debate progresses, it seems that many Senators 
feel the average working people should pay more taxes a year 
from now so that the wealthy can continue to enjoy these 
loophole advantages. I totally disagree with that philosophy. 
Our work on the tax reform bill will resume after the 
Democratic Convention recess, and I intend to continue my 
efforts for a redirection of the tax burden tow ard those in our 
society who are better able to pay taxes and away from the 
already overburdened middle-income taxpayer. 
TRUMAN SCHOLARSHIPS FUNDED 
In a happier development, the House-Senate Conference 
on Treasury Appropriations has agreed to appropriate $20- 
million for the Harry S Truman Scholarship Foundation, 
and the first scholarships will be awarded for the 1977-78 
academic year. 
My colleague, Senator Stuart Symington, took the lead 
in establishing this excellent program, and I was privileged to 
co-sponsor the enabling legislation. I consider the program 
an appropriate living memorial to President Truman, w ho so 
enjoyed the role of teacher and spent many of his days back 
in Independence lecturing and visiting with groups of 
students at the Truman Library. 
The scholarships will be awarded to one student from 
each state per year. Each scholarship is renewable for up to 
four years of undergraduate or graduate study, and provides 
an annual stipend of up to $5,000. For more information, 
write to the Truman Scholarship Foundation.

Sheltered workshop provisions are explained 


DEXTER-Missouri 
statutes 
provide the means for a county 
to 
establish 
a 
sheltered 
workshop and residential homes 
for 
its 
handicapped 
and 
retard ed 
adults. 
Stoddard 
Countians will have the op­ 
portunity to vote Aug. 3 for these 
needed services and facilities 
for 
its 
handicapped 
and 
retarded ctitizens. 
To provide these new services, 
the voters are asked to approve 
by a simple majority a small tax 
increase at the Aug. 3 election. 
The maximum levy would 
be 
one mill or 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. After the 
sheltered workshop and homes 
are established, the tax will be 
lowered to a point just to cover 
operating expenses. 
Joe Weber, chairman of the 
Stoddard County Committee for 
the Sheltered Workshop, says 
‘‘Pike 
County’s 
sheltered 


workshop and residential homes 
have been in operation for 
several years and they have 
lowered die tax from one mill to 
one-eighth mill. 
“A survey indicated that over 
120 persons in Stoddard County 
would qualify for the workshop 
program, Weber continued. "At 
the present time, there are 25 
handicapped 
persons 
being 
transported 
from Stoddard 
County to workshops in three 
other counties. These counties 
have passed the one-mill levy to 
provide for their handicapped. 
The day will come when they 
cannot or will not service our 
handicapped. 
"A sheltered workshop, a-not- 
for-profit corporation, provides 
employment to persons who are 
over 16 years of age and cannot 
work in the competitive work 
market. However, the workshop

State aid 
to private 
schools fails

(AP) — Opponents of a pro­ 
posed constitutional revision to 
permit state aid to private 
schools have lost their bid to 
have the ballot description of 
that measure revised. 
Cole County Circuit Court 
Judge James Riley let stand on 
Tuesday the description of the 
measure drawn up last month 
by Atty. Gen.-John C. Danforth. 
The proposal, which will be 
put to voters on Aug. 3, would 
permit enactment of laws for 
state aid to private schools in 
the areas of nonreligious text­ 
books, 
handicapped 
services 
and transportation. 
Opponents of the proposal ob­ 
jected to the description of the 
measure that will identify it on 
the ballot because they said it 
did not accurately reflect the 
issue involved. 
The 
controversy 
centered 
over the wording that the state 
aided services would be pro­ 
vided to “all public and non­ 
public elementary and secon­ 
dary school children.” 
The challengers claimed that 
could make voters believe that 
by approving the proposition 
public school pupils would re­ 
ceive something they have not 
been getting when in fact they 
have been receiving those serv­ 
ices. 
The attorney general’s office, 
however, 
contended the 
de­ 
scription accurately reflected 
the issue at hand—“equality of 
treatment without prejudice as 
to the school attended.” 
The proposal gained a spirt on 
the ballot after a successful in­ 
itiative petition drive. That ef­ 
fort was prompted by the state 
Supreme Court decision two 
years ago throwing out a state 
law that provided secular text­ 
books for private schools on a 
loan basis. The court held that 
the

violated 
the 
con­ 
stitutional provisions for sepa­ 
ration of church and state and 
prohibition against using public 
funds for private purposes. 


St. Louisan 
was Gearhart’s 
lone attorney 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Through 
a roundabout series of events, a 
young St. Louis attorney ar­ 
gued his first case in a court­ 
room thousands of miles from 
home on behalf of two clients 
who faced a possible firing 
squad. 
Bill Wilson, 28, was one of 
two attorneys who defended a 
pair of American mercenaries 
in Angola last month after they 
were captured by Cuban-aug­ 
mented 
troops 
during 
that 
Country’s civil war. 
One of the mercenaries, Dan­ 
iel Gearhart, was executed last 
Saturday while the other man, 
Gary Acker, was sentenced to 
16 years in prison. 
Wilson, who graduated from 
law school last December and 
passed his Missouri Bar exam­ 
ination May 1, 10 days before 
he left for Angola, contends nei­ 
ther received a fair trial. 
The five-man multiracial tri­ 
bunal “didn’t observe the basic 
safeguards provided in their 
own law,” Wilson said Tuesday, 
“The sentences were politically 
motivated with no relation to 
anything that happened during 
the trial.” 
Wilson was hired along with 
a more seasoned attorney, Rob­ 
ert Cesner Jr., of Columbus, 
Ohio, by Acker’s father who 
borrowed $5,000 to pay their ex­ 
penses to Angola. 
When they arrived in Luanda, 
Angola’s capital, the two attor­ 
neys also agreed to handle the 
case of Gearhart, 34, of Ken­ 
sington, Md. The third Ameri­ 
can also facing 
trial, 
Gus 
Grillo, refused their services. 
He later was sentenced to 30 
years. 
All three Americans were 
captured in February when 
’ their forces were surprised and 
overwhelmed ty 2,000 Cuban 
troops. 
At the time, Wilson recalled, 
he had just graduated from 
American University’s College 
of Law in Washington, D.C., 
and was preparing for the bar 
examinations. 
Wilson said he decided to go 
to Angola after the family of 
George Bacon, who was miss­ 
ing there, asked Wilson to in­ 
vestigate whether he was alive. 
But before leaving, Wilson 
said he learned of the up­ 
coming mercenaries’ trial “and 
members 
of Acker’s family 
who knew George Bacon’s fam­ 
ily and friends Asked me to 
help them find a competent 
lawyer to handle the case.” 
Meanwhile 
Acker’s 
father 
made contact with Cesner who 
in turn learned that Wilson was 
going to Angola and invited the 
young attorney to join him. Wil­ 
son said he decided to go at the 
last moment, takipg with him 
only "a suit, two t-ehirts, blue 
jeans and s jacket.”

(AP) — An additional S5 mil­ 
lion in state tax receipts will ba 
collected this year because of] 
intensified auditing by the state 
Revenue Department and not 
major changes in tax regu­ 
lations, department chief A. 
Gerald Reiss says. 
Reiss, in testimony Monday 
before a joint legislative com­ 
mittee, said that his office has 
made few major rule changes 
in the past four years, and any 
that have been made were sub­ 
jected to public comment and 
possible public hearings first. . 
Some committee members 
claimed they had received com­ 
plaints that regulations were 
being revised so that more tax 
funds could be collected without 
changes in the taxing laws. 
The department has sought 
increased funding for its audit­ 
ing division and over the past 
three years has increased col­ 
lection of delinquent or evaded 
taxes from about $1 million. 
During the past tax year, de­ 
partment audits resulted in col­ 
lection of an additional 14 mil­ 
lion. 
Reiss acknowledged that one 
of the biggest complaints his of­ 
fice receives is about “ the un­ 
certainty of our taxing sys­ 
tem.” He pointed out the com­ 
plex structure of the sales tax, 
which has evolved into a gross 
receipts tax on sellers but has 
also retained some vestiges of 
the old transaction tax on pur­ 
chasers. as one of the reasons 
the system is so hard to admin­ 
ister. 
“What we try to do (through 
regulations) is give the tax­ 
payer our understanding of 
what the statute says,” Reiss 
explained. “We feel the best we 
can do is to inform the tax­ 
payer before a transaction or 4 
series of transactions of what 
we view the tax consequences 
are.” 
Agreeing that the tax system 
should be revised to remove the 
uncertainty, 
Reiss 
said

Commission ; 
fails to exceed 
new practices

(AP) — The Missouri Elections 
Commission has not attempted 
to exceed provisions of the new 
Campaign 
Practices 
Act 
through its rules and regu­ 
lations. but has only tried to 
close loopholes and head off 
“ potential abuses” under the 
law, according to commission 
Director Anne Forray. 
Ms Forray made the assess­ 
ment Monday in explaining the 
background to the commis­ 
sion’s most recent regulation. |t 
requires committees supporting 
or opposing noncandidate ballot 
issues to meet reporting re­ 
quirements if they mention an 
individual political candidates 
stand on the issue. 
While the law exempts non­ 
candidate ballot issues from its 
coverage, the rule is intended 
to eliminate the possibility of a 
candidate using an issue com­ 
mittee to get around campaign 
financing 
reporting 
require­ 
ments. 
“There are people looking for 
ways around the law—and very 
unique ways—because it is a 
new law,” Ms. Forray told a 
joint legislative committee. 
The commission members, 
she said, “ were put in a posi­ 
tion that there was a hole there 
and they had to plug it. Per­ 
haps they did more than plug ,a

broad.” 
Ms. Forray explained that 
the commission has been at- 
temting since its inception to 
close potential loopholes in the 
law before abuse can result. 
This year’s election is the first 
major test for the new law’s re­ 
quirements. 
In another development, the 
commission has notified Conj- 
mon Cause, the self-styled citi­ 
zens lobby, that it is dropping 
the investigation of alleged re­ 
porting violations by at least 
six political committees in Kan­ 
sas City.

Common Cause alleged last 
fall that the Kansas City Flood 
Prevention Committee, which 
promoted a proposed bond is­ 
sue last year, contributed $4,000 
to another political committee 
that supported candidates in 
the municipal elections. While 
the campaign law exempts 
committees involved in ballot 
issue campaigns from reporting 
requirements generally, Com­ 
mon Caused claimed that once 
the issue committee contributed 
to another politicial committee jj 
it lost that exemption.

obscenities, 
blasphemies, profanities, libels, 
or slanders because those acts 
interfere with the rights of 
others You have no right to 
commit a public nuisance, a 
public indecency, or a public 
disturbing of the peace 
In Oliver Wendell Holmes' 
famous phrase, you have no 
right to cry "fire" in a crowded 
theater

legacies of the Earl Warren 
Court was the overturning of the 
law on obscenity that Americans 
had respected for 178 years By 
ruling FOR obscenity dealers in 
36 out of 
cases in 1967, 1968

Actually sardine has becom e 
a m arketing term applied to a 
number of richly-flavored spe­ 
cies of the herring fam ily that 
have soft bones and can be pre­ 


served in oil. 
Until a few years ago, Cali­ 
fornia fishermen netted thou­ 
sands of tons of pilchards each 
year. They gave these cousins 
of the European pilchard the 
nam e sardine and created a $50 
million-a-year industry. Then

the crops in bloom About 89 


per cent of the soybean crop 
were in poor condition, 36 per 
cent fair, 53 per cent good and 
two per cent in excellent condi­ 
tion. 
About four per cent of the 
corn crop had reached silking 
stage with two per cent in poor 
condition, 20 per cent in fair 
condition, 62 per cent good and 
16 per cent in excellent condi­ 
tion, the service said 
About one-third of the cotton 
in the Bootheel area was in the 
squaring stage last week. The 
condition of the cotton crop was 
fair to poor, with the majority 
reported as poor. 
The second cutting of hay 
was 61 per cent complete with 
the harvesting of clover-tim- 
othy about 80 per cent com­ 
plete. Pastures were reported 
14 per cent in poor condition; 
48 per cent fair, 35 per cent 
good and three per cent in ex­ 
cellent condition.

No lids needed on chemical industry 


By Dr. Perry J. Gehring 


Using a God and motherhood platform 
to mesmerize the American public, toxic 
substances control legislation is being 
presented by politicians and bureaucrats 
as an absolute necessity for protection of 
the American worker and public against 
toxic chemicals 
This proposed legislation would im­ 
pose yet another layer of regulation on a 
chemical industry which is already con­ 
strained by 27 health and environmental 
laws 
Rather than adding further to the 
bureaucratic Hydra, a better alternative 
for Americans would be to bolster the 
application of those laws already on the 
books, which are more than adequate to 
accomplish the good intentions of the 
proposed toxic substances legislation. 
One assertion made frequently is that 
the chemical industry, if left unattended, 
will not properly evaluate its new 
products. There is ample evidence, 
historical and current, that the chemical 
industry has been prudent generally, and 
is becoming even more prudent in con­ 
trolling itself Industrial research, not 
governmental or academic research has 
revealed most of the problems which are 
now the focus of attention And. literally 
thousands of compounds were never 
marketed because of potential hazards 
discerned in early research and develop­ 
ment 
Is the chemical industry complacent? 
Recently, 20 major chemical companies 
have formed the Chemical Industry 
Institute of Toxicology to study further 
commodity chemicals and their poten­ 
tial effects on health, with all results to 
be made available to the general public. 
Also. 30 to 40 per cent of their budget will 
be devoted to development of new 
methods and concepts for assessing the 
hazards of chemicals and training of new 
professionals 
No company, which is to survive, will

neglect the development of an early 
hazard assessment program, this would 
be utter competitive folly There is also 
the greatest motivator of all: Any com­ 
pany unaware of the interest of the 
public in their health must either remedy 
their naivete or they will soon become 
dinosaur. The fact that the safety record 
of the chemical industry is twice as good 
as that of any other industrial sector 
attests to the general recognition of 
people's welfare 
Why is an industry, which is supposed­ 
ly prudent, worried about the proposed 
legislation if it is already accomplishing 
what the legislation proposes9 
Simply stated, our concern is the 
irresponsible use of power! The En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA i, 
the proposed regulator, is already in a 
clash with other governmental bodies 
over territorial rights Industry and the 
public are the victim s of these 
bureaucratic struggles for power, 
prestige, and money 
The power struggle often boils down to 
an irresponsible arousal of fear in the 
public to support the continued growth of 
the bureaucracy, irrespective of need 
Often quoted is the statement that as 
much as 90 per cent of all cancer is caus­ 
ed by environmental agents What they 
don't tell you is the fact that en­ 
vironmental agents include naturally oc­ 
curring agents such as food, sunshine 
and smoking Less than 1 per cent of 
cancer is attributable to synthetic 
chemicals 
It's true that numerous chemicals 
have been shown to cause cancer when 
given to laboratory animals at high doses 
which overwhelm the body’s natural 
defense mechanisms. Indeed, in many

cases the doses are so large that they kill 
a portion of the animals and severely in­ 
jure those poor animals which unfor­ 
tunately live long enough to develop 
cancer. 
All the public hears is that such agents 
cause cancer; a truly irresponsible 
arousal of fear. Not stated is that the in­ 
vestigators don't know what such infor­ 
mation means to the individual exposed 
to amounts many times less Not stated 
is that excesses of anything, food itself, 
causes cancer. 
To demonstrate further that the 
proposed legislation provides license for 
the irresponsible use of power, one 
merely has to consider an innocuous 
statement appearing in the latest 
proposals The legislation gives the head 
of the EPA authority to ban any product 
or close any plant if a chemical might be 
potentially toxic 
Absolute safety of any substance, 
animate or inanimate, is impossible to 
prove Can it be proven absolutely that a 
newly constructed bridge will not fall un­ 
der any possible stress within the next 
year9 No. it might be potentially harm­ 
ful! Can a newspaper prove that its 
product, often less than totally factual 
and often biased, will not be harmful? 
No' Indeed a newspaper or television 
story may produce irreparable psy­ 
chological damage which may develop 
into clinical disease years after publica 
tion Can it be deemed absolutely safe to 
eat a steak? No, a number of people 
choke to death yearly! 
The reality is that toxic substances 
control legislation, as now proposed, 
constitutes unneeded redundancy which 
will serve only to expand the size and 
power of the Federal bureaucracy If 
passed, it will provide the base for dic­ 
tatorial power over the chemical in­ 
dustry unless administered prudently 
Misleading statements by bureaucrats 
and other proponents of the bill provide 
ample testimony that such nontargeted, 
irresponsible legislation will not be ad­ 
ministered prudently

Reagan’s record not 
in line with platform

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - We have a habit in the United 
States of judging a man by what he says — almost ignoring 
what he does 
If he says what we like to hear, we forgive a man whose ac­ 
tions do violence to our beliefs If he says what we don't like to 
hear, he cannot please us whatever he does. 
Let us then, in assessing Reagan, ignore what he says, what 
he promises and how he postures. 
And look at what he did as governor 
He castigated the state universities — and doubled the 
budgets for higher education He verbally slashed right and 
left and to the quick on health programs and doubled or tripled 
their budgets, depending on your mathematics. 
He railed against government spending and higher taxes, 
and increased the state budget to 2.5 times its level when he 
came to office On balance, he boosted taxes proportionately. 
He talked about the California state legislature in the 
harshest terms but personally negotiated privately at greater 
length with legislative leaders than any previous governor. He 
introduced more compromise bills and made more legislative 
compromises on major as well as minor points — perhaps 
more than any California executive within my memory. 
In this. Reagan was like a first-rate union negotiator, 
castigating adversary in public but dealing issue by issue 
pragmatically with the verve of an old-fashioned horse trader. 
Here he had the respect of some of his roughest opponents 
He lashed out at the welfare system — and ended up agree­ 
ing to quite liberal benefits and greatly increased spending. 
His great achievement here, however, was in markedly reduc­ 
ing the number of chiselers on the rolls. 
His words have given him a reputation favoring business 
against the small consumer But he sponsored what is perhaps 
the toughest water pollution control law in the United States, 
and stepped up regulation of the auto repair, home insurance, 
real estate and retail businesses and of doctors and dentists. 
In cooperation with the legislature he reduced the oil deple­ 
tion allowance, increased income taxes from 7 to 11 per cent 
for the top bracket, took more low-income families off the tax 
rolls, stiffened the capital gains tax, increased inheritance tax 
rates and gave renters tax credits He supported a bill giving 
mental patients the right to refuse shock treatments 
Like Jimmy Carter. Reagan brought in a considerable group 
of bright young men when he moved into the governorship As 
in the Carter administration, there was no hint of financial 
hanky-panky And Reagan's appointments, like Carter's, were 
regarded as above average. 
But Reagan’s style as governor was worlds apart from 
Carter's The latter came to work early, stayed late, insisted 
on knowing and analyzing every detail of every operation, and 
in the end, Carter’s way prevailed

Two other youngsters made 
rubbings of gravestones for an 
art class while Cheryl Rogers, 
12, looked into the history of 
families buried in the same 
cemetery. 
The students’ projects were 
part of “Operation Cemetery” 
at the E. Washington Rhodes 
Middle School in north Phila­ 
delphia. 
Dr. Edward Stranix, adminis­ 
trator at Rhodes, first thought 
of using cemeteries as outdoor 
classrooms for inner city chil­ 
dren about three years ago. 
He obtained a $3,000 grant 
from the U.S. Office of Educa­ 
tion for the program. The 
grant, which was allocated un­ 
der the agency’s Project KARE 
(Knowledgeable Action to Re­ 
store the Environment), paid 
for the publication of a work­ 
book that suggests learning 
projects to be conducted in 
cemeteries. 
The idea has been picked up 
by dozens of other schools 
throughout the United States 
and Canada. 
“Most people think that envi­ 
ronmental studies can be con­ 


ducted only in suburban or ru­ 
ral areas — in woods and for­ 
ests,” Stranix says. He sees 
cemeteries as perfect outdoor 
classroom-laboratories. 
“The cemetery is a safe, 
open and available area for 
making discoveries,” Stranix 
says. “A youngster can catch 
toads, collect rocks and observe 
butterflies that aren’t to be 
found on city streets.” 
Stranix began the program 
during the 1973-74 school year 
with 30 fifth and sixth graders. 
Now 80 per cent of the Rhodes 
faculty are using the cemetery 
program in the regular curricu­ 
lum. 
Stranix notes the program is 
no substitute for the regular 
classroom, but he says it does 
get students interested in learn­ 
ing. 
Jacob Hoffman, Rhodes prin­ 
cipal, says “Operation Ceme­ 
tery” proves that “everything 
good doesn’t have to cost mon­ 
ey.” He said once youngsters 
get interested in a subject they 
will be more likely to take it 
back to the classrooms and 
learn more. 
Julian Shanks is one student 
who did. 
Julian admitted he was at 
first “a little scared” when his 
teacher said the class would be 
visiting three local cemeteries. 
Now, Julian thinks the ceme­ 
tery is a "very nice place to go 
learn about nature and to study 
math and science and social 
studies.”

Rain or shine, 45 youths 
wrestle chainsaws, fell trees, 
build roads, chop firewood and 
otherwise sharpen their wood­ 
working skills. 
Each year, the pupils harvest 
between 60,000 and 80,000 board 
feet, logging five acres and 
planting five to keep pace with 
a 70-year growth cycle. 
This year, the pupils also are 
building a Bicentennial log cab­ 
in, which will become a com­ 
bination bunkhouse and visitor 
center for elementary school 
children in outdoor education 
classes. 
The curriculum on the 360- 
acre tract in the Muck Creek 
watershed 17 miles south of Ta­ 
coma is short on academics 
and long on hard work, 
“It’s good for 'em,” says 
Donald “Doc” Christian, who 
serves as instructor with David 
Trier. "It never hurt a kid to 
get his hands dirty.” 
About half the pupils in the 
program later find work in for­ 
est-related trades, says Chris- 


room. 
The program offers alterna­ 
tive education to those who oth­ 
erwise might lose interest in 
school. High school counselors 
can place the youngsters at the 
tree farm from one to three 
quarters. 
Once strictly a preserve of 
Lincoln High's forestry classes, 
the program now is open to all 
Tacoma high school pupils. 
Some, like Wilson High’s Ei­ 
leen Morgan, signed up because 
of a genuine interest in forest­ 
ry. Three women pupils are 
currently in the program. 
The original cost of the pro-

district was $2. 
Forestry had been an extra­ 
curricular activity at Lincoln 
since 1931, when youngsters 
first started planting fir trees 
on burned-out portions of the 
Snoqualmie National Forest.

Missouri Democrats opposes Gibson says outlaw’ cult in 
platform plank on abortion

NEW YORK <AP) — Mis­ 
souri Dem ocrats adopted 47-20 
Monday a resolution opposing a 
proposed national party plat­ 
form plank on abortion 
However, the Missouri caucus 
rejected a stronger resolution 
that would have placed the del­ 
egation on record as opposing 
the entire Democratic platform 
to be considered at the p arty ’s 
national 
convention 
Tuesday 
unless the abortion plank is re 
moved. 
The proposed platform plank 
would put the national party on 
record as term ing it “ undesi­ 
rable’’ to attem pt to overturn 
U.S. Suprem e Court decisions 
regarding abortion 
The resolution opposing the 
abortion plank is not binding on 
individual m em bers of the Mis­ 
souri delegation when they vote 
on the platform Tuesday, state 
T reasurer Jam es Spamhower 
stressed He was elected chair­ 
m an of the delegation without 
opposition during the caucus 
Spainhower said 
he would 
call a later meeting of support­ 
ers of the antiabortion resolu­ 
tion to try to find a way to call 
the Missouri sentiment to the 
attention of the full convention 


Representatives of Missouri’s 
Pro-Life organization led the 
fight for the resolution Oppo­ 
nents claimed that adoption of 
the 
resolution 
put 
delegates 
supporting Jim m y C arter for 
the 
Dem ocratic 
presidential 
nomination in the awkward po­ 
sition of opposing a plank that 
C arter accepts 
The motion to table the first 
resolution, putting the Missouri 
delegation on record as oppos­ 
ing the entire proposed plat­ 
form unless the abortion plank 
cam e out, failed 29-39 
The 
som etim es 
stormy 
caucus, which took 2 4 hours, 
also rejected a proposed resolu­ 
tion calling for support of the 
federal 
equal rights amend­ 
ment. which the Missouri Leg­ 
islature has not ratified The 
vote was 34-32 against the reso­ 
lution. 
Antiabortion feeling is strong 
in 
the 
Missouri 
delegation, 
which could give eight of its 71 
votes to Ellen McCormack for 
the nomination Wednesday. 
State Rep Earl Schlef of Del- 
lwood offered the resolution not 
to endorse the Democratic plat­ 
form unless the abortion plank 
was removed 


“ It would seem to me Mis­ 
souri ought to take the lead in 
fighting 
thus 
plank,’’ 
Schlef 
said 
" It will hurt us in this 
year’s elections in Missouri 
What we hope to do is show 
some leadership We want Jim ­ 
my C arter to know we are op­ 
posed.” 


Another state representative. 
Lawrence Lee of St Louis, said 
the abortion issue transcends 
politics, and the plank should 
not be in the platform any 
m ore than planks on other is­ 
sues which have been before 
the U.S. Suprem e Court 
“ It is totally and morally 
wrong.” Lee declared 
Paul B erra of St. Louis said 
the abortion issue is so divisive 
in Missouri that it could cause 
the Dem ocrats to lose their 
present 9-1 m argin in congres­ 
sional seats. 


However, Dick Bush, a dele­ 
gate from 
Neosho, said. “ I 
would hate to see M issouri’s 
delegation in the position of 
being against the whole plat­ 
form because of one plank ” He 
said the delegates committed to 
C arter m ust consider the likely 
nom inee's wishes 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 
Veteran singer-songwriter Don 
Gibson says the “ outlaw" cult 
in country music is not for him. 
“ 1 think ‘outlaw ’ is a bunch 
of bull." Gibson said in an in­ 
terview. 
“ I used to do bad 
things myself, like drink and 
take pills, but we tried to keep 
it quiet.

Gibson, 44. has been to the 
mountaintop and tumbled to the 
valley of near death. From 1956 
to 1970, his hits w ere as steady 
as the tides. 
“ Oh Lonesome 
Me” and “ I Can’t Stop Lovin' 
You" are standards

Fourth richest corn crop 
is predicted for Missouri 


JEFFER SO N 
CITY. 
Mo 
AP) — The federal govern­ 
ment has projected the fourth 
richest corn crop in Missouri 
history this year, but agricul­ 
ture officials here, leary after 
two straight droughts, say rain 
is needed soon if the prediction 
is to be realized. 
“ It's going to take excellent 
w eather conditions if w e're go­ 
ing to meet that crop forecast 
on corn." state Agriculture Di­ 
rector Jam es Boillot said to­ 
day, “ It's higher than what I 
had expected." 
The U.S. Department of Agri- 
cultkre on Monday forecast a 
Missouri corn harvest of 85 
bushels an acre or a total crop 
of 244 8 million bushels 
The 
state has had better actual har­ 
vests three tim es before-—91 
bushels an acre in 1972 and 88 
bushels an acre in both 1971 
and 1973 
“This first July report is an 
awfully early report, and it 
doesn t say what we re going tQ 
end up with by a long shot,” 
said William Murphy, field crop 
specialist for the University of 
Missouri 
Extension 
Division 


“ If we get some good, general 
rains I think we could recover 
to what they’ve estim ated, but 
the chances of it decrease as 
every day of dry weather goes 
by." 
The projection was based on 
field conditions as of July 1, 
and Murphy said that it prob­ 
ably closely reflected the situ­ 
ation at that tim e because of 
the good rains across the state 
for a couple of weeks earlier. 
But 
during 
the 
past 
two 
weeks, hot. dry weather has hit 
Missouri and as of Saturday 
soil m oisture was 51 per cent 
short in the state, according to 
the Missouri Crop and Live­ 
stock Reporting Service. 
The 
soil 
moisture 
is 
ex­ 
tremely im portant in Missouri, 
experts say. to get the crop 
through 
the 
normally 
dry 
months of July and August. 
"It seem s to me that we’ve 
got wider spread shortage of 
rainfall than what would be in­ 
dicated to have been taken into 
account" in the crop estim ate. 
Boillot said 
The possibility of a record 
harvest in Missouri to match 


the one projected nationwide 
was ended early in the planting 
season when a late frost caused 
farm ers throughout the state to 
replant 
much of their corn, 
lessening the per acre yield 
possibilities. 
The national corn crop pro­ 
jection is for 90 5 bushels an 
acre, less than the record yield 
of 97 1 bushels an acre four 
years ago But it is still above 
last year's harvest and experts 
say that if it is reached it will 
be enough to keep consum er 
prices stable 
Harvest projections for Mis­ 
souri the past two years have 
been near-record at the start of 
the 
season 
and 
then 
have 
evaporated 
through 
rainless 
sum m er months to produce a 
55 bushel-an-acre yield in 1974, 
the worst in a decade, and a 63 
bushel-per-acre yield last year 
“ It seem s at this time w e're 
just going through a period of

Missouri Bar may

WASHINGTON <AP> - Gov­ 
ernment scientists have devel­ 
oped a synthetic sex perfume 
that apparently lures highly de­ 
structive Japanese beetles into 
traps m ore effectively than if 
the traps w ere baited by eager 
female beetles 


The A griculture Department 
said the scent, which dupli­ 
cate's the fem ale beetle's natu­ 
ral substance called lactone, 
could m ean that "the days of 
the Japanese beetle may be 
numbered ’’ 
“ Traps 
baited 
with 
the 
synthesized attractant captured 
more males than traps baited 
with live virgin females in field 
tests conducted in North Caro­ 
lina,” the departm ent said to­ 
day 
The Japanese beetles, first 
detected in the United States in 
1916 at a Riverton, N.J., nur­ 
sery, cause about $25 million a 
year m dam age and control 
costs, officials said The beetles 
attack m ore than 275 kinds of 
flowers, fruits, vegetables and 
ornamentals 
“The 
shiny 
metallic-green 
pests are well-known to garden- 


ers, homeowners, nurserym en 
.an d fruit growers m the north­ 
east and north-central states," 
the departm ent said. “Japanese 
beetle larvae, imm ature form s 
called grubs, live in the soil 
and feed upon the roots of 
grasses, causing severe iam 
age or death to turf." 


Scientists at USD . labora­ 
tories in Gainesville, Fla , and 
Wooster. Ohio, discovered the 
beetle sex lure, officials said 
“ The newly discvered sex a t­ 
tractant will serve as an effec­ 
tive 
lure 
for 
detecting 
the 
beetle in freshly infested areas 
of the country." the departm ent 
said “ It may also be used to 
directly control the pest by lur­ 
ing 
males 
to traps, 
to 
in­ 
secticides and to other killing 
or snaring devices ’

MORE ON TAX REFORM 


A tew weeks ago in this column. 1 discussed some ot the 
more ridiculous tax loopholes which enable affluent people to 
legally escape paying taxes. I expressed the hope that some of 
these loopholes, such as the “ Mexican Vegetable Rollover.” 
would be plugged as the Senate acted on the tax reform bill. 
The Senate is now about half way through its work on 
the 1600-page bill, and so far. 1 am sad to report, those of us 
who favor tax reform have been largely unsuccessful in 
making the tax laws fairer. 
There have been a few small victories for tax reform. On 
one very close vote, the Senate agreed to an amendment 
preventing certain investors from claiming "paper losses" 
and thereby avoiding taxes. Under the current law . a wealthy 
investor can turn a tidy profit by reporting a tax loss of. say. 
$100,000. w hen in f act he has only $25,000 of his ow n money 
invested. This "loss” deduction can reduce his tax payment 
by as much as $70,000 •• leaving a $45,000 net gain. This 
provision may be revised again before the debate is over, to 
reinstate the tax break for builders of low -to-middle-income 
housing (thereby encouraging that kind of construction), 
while closing the loophole for investors in luxury housing and 
other less essential areas of the economy. 
In another vote, the Senate defeated a move to reduce 
the maximum tax rate on investment earnings from 70% to 
50%. A reduction in this rate would have produced more tax 
savings for the rich. 
As the debate progresses, it seems that many Senators 
feel the average working people should pay more taxes a year 
from now so that the wealthy can continue to enjoy these 
loophole advantages. 1 totally disagree with that philosophy. 
Our work on the tax reform bill will resume after the 
Democratic Convention recess, and I intend to continue my 
efforts for a redirection of the tax burden toward those in our 
society who are better able to pay taxes and away from the 
already overburdened middle-income taxpayer. 
TRUMAN SCHOLARSHIPS FUNDED 
In a happier development, the House-Senate Conference 
on Treasury Appropriations has agreed to appropriate $20- 
million for the Harry S Truman Scholarship Foundation, 
and the first scholarships will be awarded for the 1977-78 
academic year. 
My colleague. Senator Stuart Symington, took the lead 
in establishing this excellent program, and I was privileged to 
co-sponsor the enabling legislation. I consider the program 
an appropriate living memorial to President Truman, who so 
enjoyed the role of teacher and spent many of his days back 
in Independence lecturing and visiting with groups of 
students at the Truman Library. 
The scholarships will be awarded to one student from 
each state per year. Each scholarship is renewable for up to 
four years of undergraduate or graduate study, and provides 
an annual stipend ot up to $5,000.

(AP) — An additional S5 mil­ 
lion in state tax receipts will be 
collected this year because of; 
intensified auditing by the state 
Revenue Department and not 
major changes in tax regu­ 
lations. department chief A 
Gerald Reiss says. 
Reiss, in testimony Monday 
before a joint legislative com­ 
mittee. said that his office has 
made few major rule changes 
in the past four years, and any 
that have been made were sub­ 
jected to public comment and 
possible public hearings first 
Some committee members 
claimed they had received com­ 
plaints that regulations were 
being revised so that more tax 
funds could be collected without 
changes in the taxing laws 
The department has sought 
increased funding for its audit­ 
ing division and over the past 
three years has increased col­ 
lection of delinquent or evaded 
taxes from about $1 million 
During the past tax year, de­ 
partment audits resulted in col­ 
lection of an additional $4 mil­ 
lion. 
Reiss acknowledged that one 
of the biggest complaints his of­ 
fice receives is about “ the un­ 
certainty of our taxing sys­ 
tem ” He pointed out the com­ 
plex structure of the sales tax, 
which has evolved into a gross 
receipts tax on sellers but has 
also retained some vestiges of 
the old transaction tax on pur­ 
chasers, as one of the reasons 
the system is so hard to admin­ 
ister. 
“ What we try to do (through 
regulations) is give the tax­ 
payer our 
understanding of 
what the statute says,” Reiss 
explained “ We feel the best we 
can do is to inform the tax­ 
payer before a transaction or a 
series of transactions of what 
we view the tax consequences 
are.”
